the board at 7:10 pm to sign anticipatory bond notes for 
Sippican School.

The proposed overall increase of about 54 percent 
means the typical Marion water / sewer user will see their 
bill jump from roughly $300 to $450 on average. 

"When all is said and done, and the fixes have 
come online, we're looking at the rates about doubling/ 7

Environmental Management (DEM), along with the City 
of New Bedford and the City of Taunton, to conserve land 
around the aquifer as open public recreational space. The 
plan will introduce public access to portions of the APC 
land for hiking, fishing, and other recreational activities 
(swimming and boating, however, will be prohibited 
within the water supply reservoir system). 

Both the board and former Selectman Fred 
Underhill expressed concern that Rochester wasn't asked 
to participate in this project at the ground level. 

"It's always been a beef of mine that they seem to 
forget both (water) plants are in Rochester," Mr. Underhill 
said. "About 800 acres is in Rochester ... probably as much

As for the now-vacant CO A office, Chairman 
Ryan suggested to relocate the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Administrator's office to that office, set up the Town 
Planner and Conservation Secretary in the front office, 
and move the Administrative Assistant to the current 
Town Administrator's office. 

Several department heads and residents present, 
however, balked at moving both the Town Administrator 
and Administrative Assistant — two of the most sought- 
after positions in Town Hall — to a remote, back office. 
Assessor John Mello felt this would disrupt the smooth 
flow of traffic which is currently coming in and out of 
Town Hall. 

Others questioned proposed plans to first expand 
the Town Hall and then to buy or rent a modular building 
to be placed alongside Town Hall for additional office 
space.

"If we don't have the support of the 
voters, there's no way we can get anything accom- 
plished," she said. "This building was built 100 years ago 
(when) we had 1,500 people in town. We have about 4,800 
people now.

TICKS 

Last fall, my dog would come inside with 10-20 ticks a day. How 
can I stop that from happening this year? 

Frontline is a product that will kill wood ticks, deer ticks as 
well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. It is available 
from your veterinarian as drops or spray. Preventic tick col- 
lars are also effective in killing ticks that become embedded 
in your dogs skin. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets? 
Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

One Hour Photo. Starring Robin Williams and Connie 
Nielsen. Directed by Mark Romanek. Running time: 98 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

The very name carries a whiff of defeat: Sy Parrish — "Sy" is short for 
Seymour, cinema's favorite shorthand for "loser" at least since Little Shop of 
Horrors. In the year's most loudly heralded bit of stunt casting, Robin Williams, 
dialing himself down to 1 or 2, plays this bleached lost soul Sy, who works 
diligently at a photo center in a suburban mall. Sy's surroundings have been 
drained of color, too, as if to match his pallor, or as if to suggest that the implacable 
sameness of retail long ago bled the life from his veins. Nothing pumps through 
Sy's body now except need, envy, and, so we gradually gather, psychosis. 

One Hour Photo is a slick piece of work, with a conscientiously clenched 
performance by Williams, but it left me cold and sickened in all the wrong ways. 
First-time writer-director Mark Romanek, yet another MTV refugee, seems to 
have taken the entirety of his film's ideas from a Beatles song: "He's a real 
nowhere man, sitting in his nowhere land, making all his nowhere plans for 
nobody." Isn't he a bit like you and me? Well, no. Most of us do not fixate on a 
seemingly happy family to the extent of pasting photos of them all over the wall 
(the image of Sy surveying his furtive collection recalls Robert De Niro playing to 
a cardboard audience in The King of Comedy — one of many films Romanek 
burgles — and it was scarier and funnier there). Sy zeroes in on the presentable 
Nina (Connie Nielsen) and her darling son Jake (Dylan Smith), suffering the 
father of the family, Will (Michael Vartan), as a necessary irritant, but only up to 
a point. 

It would be nice to report, as one of the ad blurbs does, that the movie does 
for photo developing what Psycho did for showers; certainly the premise — a 
wingnut stroking his gloved and trembling hands over images of you anduours — 
is an outsize advertisement for digital cameras. But Thomas Harris' Red Dragon 
(whose new adaptation arrives next month) gave us a similarly employed killer 
21 years ago; read by millions, the book didn't frighten masses away from photo 
kiosks. The movie uses Sy as a watcher, an eternal outsider doomed to see, over 
and over again, what he cannot have — family happiness, the joy of companionship . 
Such a figure demands serious treatment (mime what Kieslowski might' ve done 
with it), not the artsy audience-tweaking schlock this fundamentally is. 

Any film that counts cinematographer Jeff Cronenweth {Fight Club) in its 
corner almost has to be eye candy, and One Hour Photo is; the contrast between the 
family's warm, earth-colored furnishings and Sy's bleak white ice cave of an 
apartment is so stark that you could conceivably watch the film with the sound 
off and still catch most of the meanings. But, unfortunately, the sound is on, and 



we get Sy in voice-over ruminating on the significance of photos: "Nobody takes 
a picture of something they want to for get." So what does Sy want to forget? What 
brought him to this place in his existence? Romanek can't be bothered with such 
stuff; he's too eager to get to the climax, as it were, wherein Sy turns knife- 
wielding madman and terrorizes his prey into disgusting, intimate tableaux for 
his camera. 

At times, Romanek seems scarcely different from Sy. His camera feasts on 
Sy's emptiness and hardly finds time to endow Nina or Jake with personalities; 
they're just nice wealthy people in danger. And therein lies One Hour Photo's real 
sickness: There's an unacknowledged and diseased class resentment rattling 
around inside this psychothriller, and it bounces both ways. "You have a 
beautiful house," Sy tells the wary Will, "if you don't mind my saying so." Never 
mind why a family well-off enough to have a flat widescreen TV wouldn't have 
gotten a digital camera years ago. One Hour Photo comes close to sayine that the 
upper class shouldn't trust the smiling guy behind the retail counter. It also seems 
to say that if the Ninas and Wills of the world get a Sy on their case, they have it 
coming. 

At the center of all this is Robin Williams, in the final panel of his twisted 
anti-Patch Adams triptych this year, giving himself dutifully to the role and to the 
director's "vision." Everyone seems amazed that Williams is playing a repressed 
psycho, as if he hadn't already done that just a few months ago in Insomnia, in 
which we were not encouraged to feel, as trie sensitive Jake does, that the psycho 
is sad and pitiable. Williams is amped to give a classic creepy performance, but 
once the script has him fondling a hunting knife it's all over for him. Romanek 
pushes the movie in a wrong, stupid direction, and it ends rather haplessly, with 
Sy suggesting that he knows something about Will that the police — and, up to 
this point, the audience — don't know. Well, which is it? Is Sy a madman or a 
misguided guardian angel? We sit with the uncertainty of that when the lights go 
up, and it's not a fine, unsettled uncertainty — it's closer to the ruffled, violated 
feeling of having been manipulated for its own sake. One Hour Photo is calculated 
to send 'em out buzzing, but my hunch is that it'll be the wrong kind of buzz.

Spacing Constraints

Listening recently to Rochester officials, department 
heads, and residents debate the ways in which to best 
allocate the newly-available prime office space in Town 
Hall once occupied by the Council on Aging, it struck 
me as an all-too-common problem these days in the tri- 
town area — especially given the steady growth in the 
three towns over the past decade. What strikes me as 
more than a little odd, however, is the fact that all three 
towns have been very generous in supporting and 
readily funding the expansion and construction of 
other municipal buildings and projects of late ... 
especially schools. 

Granted, there are steadily-increasing student 
enrollment numbers to contend with, and no one's 
denying the fact that school projects on the regional 
and local level are sorely needed. But I'm starting to 
wonder if the towns aren't putting the cart before the 
horse, to quote an overused cliche. It seems like all three 
are more eager to buy brand new expensive radial tires 
while ignoring the more basic need for a tune-up or oil 
change. After all, the Town Halls serve as the daily hub 
of local government and the support beam for all 
municipal departments. Yet, whenever Town Hall 
renovations or expansion are suggested, the idea dies 
on the vine as being too costly. But there's always a 
couple of million sitting around in town coffers 
collecting dust just waiting to fund schools, libraries, 
senior centers and police stations — all equally worthy 
projects, I agree, but to what end without an efficient 
and well-maintained Town Hall as a base of operations? 

Ironically, Rochester Tax Collector Thomas Gayoski 
pointed up the fact at this past week's Selectmen's 
meeting that the town has generously allocated 
thousands of dollars to purchase vast tracks of open 
space while Town Hall employees remain cramped up 
within the confines of minimal office space, struggling 
to find enough file storage to maintain all the records 
required by law. 

The problem in Rochester and her sister towns of 
Mattapoisett and Marion is that all three Town Halls 
are around a century old and were built and designed 




when populations 
in each of the three 
hovered closer to 
1,500 than today's 
5,000-plus. Back 
then, traffic in and 
out of Town Hall 
was sparse. People 
came to get permits 
and licenses, 
registered to vote, 
and were gone. 
Today there are 
boards and committees which oversee conservation, 
planning, seniors, schools, health matters, financial 
advising, and other more intricate issues which require 
not only ample meeting space but detailed documents 
and/ or computer storage facilities. Gone are the days 
when a couple of tables and chairs would suffice. 

And even though some offices are expanding to 
spaces outside of Town Hall — like Rochester's Council 
on Aging — it only serves as a temporary band-aid and 
allows those who were once sharing office space or 
relegated to a sectioned-off corner to finally have a 
place to call their own. 

Rochester discussed and debated several potential 
ways to shuffle personnel around Town Hall this past 
week for nearly an hour, finally settling on moving the 
Conservation Agent and Regional Health Sanitarian 
from their upstairs quarters to the former COA office 
adjacent to the first-floor Conference Room. This will 
also free up space in that rare larger room, which has 
become the catch-all meeting space for any issue which 
draws more than a couple of residents. But I fear 
Rochester won't be able to do much more shuffling 
before their (Town) House of Cards comes tumbling 
down ... both in terms of reallocating office space and 
meeting the more stringent requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) for handicap 
accessibility. By then, forced compliance and fines may 
not leave any more wiggle room ... or office space.
